discussed freely by Jae. J. Hill, 
chairman of the board of direct- 
ors of the Great Northern Rail- 
way company, in a iletter to 
David Brown, chairman of the 
local committee of the Natien- 
al County Life Congress. 

Mr. Hill endorses the ‘aims and 
purposes of the nation-wide 
farm betterment movement, to 
be launched in Spokane, No- 
vember 28 to 29, and says it 
will do a real service by obtain- 
ing authorative information 
which it would be possible for 
the farmer of the country to 
put into actual use, adding, 
among other things:
